Vienna, Oct. lo.—The festivities in 
connection with the Strauss jubilee 
were continued yesterday. 
The com­ 
poser received a great number of con­ 
gratulatory visits, letters and tele­ 
grams. 
In addition he received many 
presents from persons prominent in 
the a rt and music worlds at home and 
abroad. 
At noon a grand concert was 
given by the members of the Royal 
< >pera orchestra, the Philharmonic so- 
eiety, the Vienna Male choir and a 
num ber of soloists. 
In the evening 
there was a brilliant promenade con­ 
cert, arranged by Edward Strauss, the 
composer’s brother. 
At both concerts 
the program was entirely made up of 
music composed by Johann Strauss. 
The reception given to the great com 
poser was most enthusiastic. 
Similar 
concerts were given at Prague and 
elsewhere. 
L o n d o n , Oct. 15.—A dispatch to the 
Chronicle from Vienna says the scenes 
a t the opera house Saturday and a t 
the concerts yesterday were of un­ 
paralleled enthusiasm. 
There was 
hardly a w riter, actor or musician in 
Europe who did not send a gift. 
Strauss’ splendid home is already a 
museum and it will require a new 
building to display the magnificent 
presents he has received. 
The actual 
jubilee occurs to-day, wThich is the an­ 
niversary of the first time Strauss con­ 
ducted his band in the Dommayer Gar­ 
den at Heitzing in 1844.

Excursionists Injured in Louisiana Through 
Carelessness. 


N e w O r l e a n s , l!a., Oct. J 5 .—Engi­ 
neer Simpson of the East Louisiana 
railroad is responsible for a frightful 
accident that occurred yesterday morn­ 
ing at the crossing of the Louisville A 
Nashville and the Northeastern roads, 
about two miles from where the Louis­ 
ville & Nashviile road leaves Elysian 
Fields street—an accident that will, in 
all probability, result in at least one 
fatality, while a score of passengers on 
the Louisville & Nashville railroad re­ 
ceived severe injuries.

* A small boy was seriously hurt about 
the head, but immediately after the 
wreck he left the scene in charge of 
his father. 
The Louisville vt Nashville “across 
the lake” excursion train, consisting of 
eight coaches well loaded with pleas- 
ure-seekers, a large proportion of them 
being women and children, pulled out 
on time. 
As the train approached the 
crossing of the Northeastern tracks 
Engineer Hanley brought his train to 
a stop and whistled, as the law re­ 
quires. 
He then gave the signal to go 
ahead and proceed across the tracks of 
the Northeastern. 
The East Louisiana 
train, carrying excursionists to points 
in Saint Tammany parish, was boom­ 
ing along its tracks, and with a shrill 
shriek from its whistle for “ down 
brakes” it crashed into the sixth coach 
of the Louisville & Nashville-train. 
The collision threw a crowded coach 
completely into the ditch, while the 
tacking engine was derailed and buried 
Its nose several feet in the soft mud. 
Passengers on the East Louisiana 
train were 
uninjured 
except 
for 
the shock of the 
collision. 
Not 
so w ith the coast excursion, how­ 
ever. 
Just before the iron m onster 
struck the co&ch several of the passen­ 
gers saw it coming and a panic en­ 
sued. 
There was a wild rush to escape 
from the doomed coach, but before one 
of the passengers could reach either 
platform the approaching engine had 
struck and the coach, with its living 
freight, was hurled from the tracks 
into the ditch. 
Women and children shrieked in 
their terror, while men fought their 
way blindly for some escape from the 
coach. 
Seats were torn up and hurled 
in every direction by the force of the 
collision, and after the first wild panic 
had subsided there were piteous moans 
from different quarters of the wreck 
telling of painful injuries. 
Willing 
hands went to work, and within a 
short time the wounded ones had 
been taken from the 
coach 
and 
made as comfortable as circumstances 
would permit. 
The greatest indigna­ 
tion and anger prevailed among the 
witnesses of the collision against En­ 
gineer Simpson, who had ruthlessly 
disregarded the law requiring him to 
stop and whose negligence caused the 
frightful wreck. 
Inquiry developed 
the fact that Simpson had escaped to 
the swamp. A section foreman on his 
hand car brought the news of the col­ 
lision to the city, and the northeastern 
officials dispatched a special train to 
convey the injured to the city.

at Woo Chang has gone to the coast, 
and the place therefore is practically 
defenseless. 


WHI Protect Europeans. 
Berlin, Oct. 15.—Germany's refusal 
to interfere in the Chinese-Japanese 
trouble does not affect the question of 
the protection to Europeans in China, 
in which it will fully co-operate.

German commander in Chinese water* 
already has been authorized to dis­ 
patch a small body of marines to pro­ 
tect the legation at Pekin.

Chester Hill, Ohio, 
Wiped Out by Fire. 


Z a n e s v i l l e , Ohio, Oct. 
15.-—Almost 
the entire town of Chester Hill, in the 
western portion of Morgan county, is 
in ashes. 
At an early hour yesterday 
morning a fire started in the center 
of the town and could not be ex­ 
tinguished 
until 
every 
block 
in 
the town was destroyed with the ex­ 
ception of eight dwelling houses and 
one or two outhouses. 
The entire pop­ 
ulation turned out and worked hero­ 
ically to stay the ravages of the flames, 
but the w ater gave out. and they were 
powerless in the face of a strong wind 
which was blowing at the time. 
The 
loss is estimated at $80,000. There were 
some narrow escapes, and it is thought 
th at Mrs. Randall and babe perished, 
as they were alone at home and have 
not been seen since the fire. 
The in­ 
surance on all the property will not 
amount to $25,000. 
The origin of the 
fire is a mystery, but the impression 
is th at it was incendiary. 
The town is 
surrounded by a rich agricultural re­ 
gion, on which it depends for its sup­ 
port. 
With the slack trade, due to the 
present low prices for farm products, 
there is not the incentive to rebuild 
th at there would otherwise have been. 
Relief for the fire sufferers was sent 
out from this city last evening.

RIVAL MAMMOTH CAVE. 


Caverns 
a Party o r Pf—i 
Discovered by 
pectors. 


S a n D ie g o , Cal., Oct. 15.—A party o f 
prospectors a short time ago discov­ 
ered a series of caverns in the rocky 
sides of Cajon peak, a spur of the Cuy- 
hmaca range, the extent of which they 
are unable to ascertain, having no 
lights with them. 
Subsequently a 
party was organized for the purpose o f 
exploring the caves, w hich were found 
to rival the Mammoth cave of'Ken- 
tucky in interesting features, as well 
as in the size of the chambers. 
There 
are several external openings, from 
each of which a vertical accent is made. 
into a chamber w ith several lateral1 
extensions to other chambers, some o f 
gigantic size. 
The roofs and floors, 
are brilliant with stalactites and sta­ 
lagmites, and although the investiga­ 
tions were cursory it is apparent th a t 
a wonderful discovery bas been made. 
Other passages leading in various di­ 
rections into the heart of the moun­ 
tain were traversed for a considerable 
distance, and several mineral springs 
of strong saline qualities were found. 
Steps are being taken to secure title to 
the land on which the entrances w ere 
found, which is still vested in the-gov­ 
ernment. 
A company will be organ­ 
ized to thoroughly explore the caverns.

New York 
newspaper of th at era devoted less 
than half a column's space to the land 
ing of the royal party the following 
day, saying, among other things: 
“A great num ber of persons assent 
bled yesterday m orning on the w harf 
of the Jersey side, b u t strictly con­ 
form ing w ith the express wish of the 
Prince do Joiu\ille, who headed the 
royal party, everything was got ready 
for leaving the Africa in the most 
private and unostentatious manner. 
The prince, accompanied by his young 
friends and suite, w ent over the side 
of the steam er and entered a rowboat, 
w hich took them to the foot of Cham­ 
bers street, where carriages were in 
w aiting to convey the party to the 
Brevoort House.*' 
The party, whose arrival in New 
York city was thus sum m arily dis­ 
missed, consisted of the Prince de 
Joinville, his son, 
Pierre Philippe, 
Due de Pentliievre, and his nephews, 
the Comte de Paris and the Due de 
Chartres. 
A genuine sensation was occasioned 
a few days later when it was known 
th at they had applied for permission 
to enter the Union forces in the war 
of the rebellion, which was then rag­ 
ing, and been appointed to the rank 
of captains of the staff of Gen. George 
B. McClellan. The term s under which 
the count of Paris and his brother 
were received into the army stipulated 
th a t they should serve w ithout pay 
and be privileged to resign whenever 
they saw fit.

cases, their temporary and foreign 
wives. No respectable Chinese woman 
ever leaves her native land, for it is 
against the law, and even if their 
lives were not forfeited on their re­ 
turn, all social standing would be lost 
to them. 
On this account the China­ 
men do not bring their wives with 
them, and, though their sons that are 
born to them in foreign countries are 
brought up as Chinese, the daughters 
never go to China, but stay in the 
land of their birth.'’

TH IR D ROBBERY OF H ALL S STORE 


Officers Have No Clue to th e Men W ho Did 
th e Johnstow n Job. 
Officers have not found a clue to the 
burglars who robbed Frank D. Hall’s 
Johnstown store. 
The men got near­ 
ly $ 1 0 0 worth of plunder. 
“ The burglars seemed somewhat 
puzzled at first,” caid Wallace Coch­ 
rane, r*ho went to Johnstown to in­ 
vestigate the matter. 
“They broke 
into a blacksmith shop near by and 
got a brace and chisel. 
The marks 
of the chisel on the window casing in­ 
dicates that they made three attempts 
to raise the window before they dis­ 
covered that by takicg off two small 
cleats the top sash could be lowered. 
The cleats were removed and the top 
sash was thuB lowered and the burg­ 
lars found an easy way into the store. 
The safe was not locked, consequently 
they did not use the brace. 
They 
secured a gold watch, $ 2 0 in postage 
stamps, $25 in IO cent pieces and 
IGO in nickles. 
Four or five dollars 
in pennies were not taken, although 
the packages were torn open. 
At the 
blacksmith shop the thieves 
took 
lams to place a heavy sledge hammer 
near the window so that they could 
get it if needed to work the safe. The 
window through which they entered 
the store is in the front on the north 
side, in full view. The man on watch 
could see both ways and give warning 
of the approach of anyone.”
